A TERROR. 


Submarine Boat to Be Built 


for the Navy. 


he Work Will Probably Be Com- 


menced This Fall.

WASHIXOTON, Aug. 23.—The secretary 
f the navy has referred to the con- 
traction board of bureau chiefs the 
ubmarine boat project for their opin- 
on as to whether it would be advisable 
o build a vessel of that type when the 
iccessity for economy is so urgent, and 
Iso whether it is their opinion the de- 
sign approved lastSeptcmbershould bo 
cceptcd, in case they agree to recom- 
ncnd the construction of a submarine 
joat. A majority of the board have 
jraetically decided to favorably recom- 
mend the building of such a boat of the 
Jolland type. 


The design which the board Is con- 


jsidering and which, with minor modi- 
icatioris, will prohably be commenced 
lis autumn, represents three distinct 
-ypes of vessel. It is first a sul>-marinc 
joat wanting in nothing that can be 
iscful in such a vessel. 
It can be run 


for over six hours completely sub- 
merged at eight knots per hour. Its 
speed and endurance while on the sur- 
racc of the water is sixteen knots ant 
ighteen hours full power run. It can 


steer on a straight course while sub- 
nerged and for the full length of its 
six hours' submerged run. 


While the vessel is in the awash con 
tion it represents a distinctly new 


type of vessel. It is then a protected 
snbmcrgible torpedo boat, because its 
hull is then covered by a depth of three 
feet of water, which is ample protec 
tion against projectiles- The top 01 
the pilot's sighting turret, the only 
visible feature, is of Ilarveylzed nicke" 
steel eight inches thick, and therefor* 
strong enough to withstand the attack 
of nipid-lire guns without serious in 
jury. 


As a surface torpedo boat it has the 


great advantage of exposing practi 
callv no visible bulk out of water am 
of having what is visible fully pro- 
tected. It also has a heavier torpedo 
armament than any vessel of its size 
Its usefulness in cither one of these 
capacities is in no way affected or in 
terfcred with by its effectiveness in 
the others. 


The objection to submerged boat! 


which has heretofore been urged as in 
Kiiperablc, i» the difficulty of steering- 
as it is impossible to tee for any eon 
siderable distance under water. 


The new boat nas provisions for sur 


mounting this obstacle, being fitte 
with two independent sets of apparatn 
for securing exact steering while be 
neath the surface.

CINCINNATI, Aug. 2!t.—General Mana- 


ger LevS C. Goodnlc, of the liradstreet 
Mercantile., agency, hos, during the 
past two weeks been familiarizing him- 
self with the general condition of trade 
in the territory tributary to Cincinnati. 
iu reference to which he said to a re- 
porter: 


"I find trade to be very spasmodic, 


with apparently just enough doing to 
supply the immediate wants of con- 
sumers. There is no marked resump- 
tion at this time, and although some 
few lines are doing fairly well, the ma- 
jority are very quiet. 


"The shoe business is probably doing- 


better than any of the manufacturing 
interests, while cured meats have suf- 
fered us little ns any from the depres- 
sion; but furniture and other lines 
growing out of wood have been re- 
markably quiet. The carriage trade 
has been rather depressed, but is pick- 
ing up. 


"Lines growing out of the use of 


textile fabrics are also quiet; but a 
decidedly better feeling has been no- 
ticeable during the past ten days, 
while the grocery trade is light. 


"Some of the iron lines arc fair, but 


most of them arc quiet. 
\Ve have two 


of "the best aud largest builders' hard- 
ware manufacturing concerns in the 
country in this city, but business has 
been very light with them for some 
time. 


"The jobbing trade has shown some 


improvement of late In Cincinnati ter- 
ritory, and most of the 
wholesale 


houses have sent their traveling sales- 
men out in consequence, though not 
their full force. 


"1 construe general Indications for 


the future, however, to mean a fail- 
fall trade- in nil lines of goods, and 1 
believe that by September 15 there will 
be a most encouraging demand for all 
legitimate goods manufactured iu Cin- 
cinnati-"

A few 
years ago it was n barren wilderness, 
inhabited only by savago ludiuns and 
lawless white men; to-day it is knock- 
ing at the doors of congress for admis- 
sion to the union as a state. When It 
is admitted it will have a larger Afro- 
Amerieau population than any state of 
its stizo and population in the unionout^ 
side the southern states. From ihruros 
furnished tho Now York Hun by Mr. 
IVter Flynn Oliver, a reputable lawyer 
of Kl Reno, wlio went to Oklahoma 
from South Carolina a few years ago, 
it is learned tliat the A fro-American 
population numlwrs GIS.OOO, there being 
8,MM in lllalne county, 11,000 in King- 
fisher county, 3,-100 In Lincoln county, 
10,000 in Logan county, the remainder 
being .scattered in all the-other coun- 
ties. The toUil properly holdings of 
those people is S*(i,3r.3,S'^i, divided us 
follows: $:.,4S3,100 represented by M8,- 
810 acres of farm land; £37,100 repre- 
sented by town property, and SS37,731S 
represented by personality. Comment- 
ing on these figures, Mr. Oliver says: 


'•The land in Oklahoma is largely 


raw, nnd the price ! place upon it is 
extremely low. i?ottlers have hardly 
begun to build elaborately, and tlie 
majority of the pioneers brought with 
Uiom no personality worth mentioning 
save their teams when the.y first came; 
some CTme oven tenndess. Tlie person- 
ality valuation is, therefore, very low. 
If yon oould have seen this barren 
country, however, April X, ISSO, then 
gone away and dropped down upon us 
to-day, you would be wonder-struck at 
the metamorphosis. The dugout, tho 
sod house and the shock arc being rap- 
Idly replaced by beautiful and com- 
fortable homes for man and boost. 


"Tho estimates I have given you are 


for Oklahoma, excluding other portions 
of tho old Indian territory. There is 
a lar^e Afro-American population In 
that portion of the territory, many 
of them worth their 
hundreds of 


thousands of dollars. The Creek and 
Semlnole nations have more African 
than Indian blood in their veins, and 
Oov. Hrown, of the Creeks, shows his 
African more than his Indian blood, 
lie is a mftn of education and wealth. 


Tho Kickapoo, the Kiovra, the Co- 


inanche and the Apuche lands arc 
likely to come in soon for settle- 
ment. 
The next move will then bo 


upon the five nivillxud tribes, who own 
their lands in common. 
Then the 


whole Indian territory will have been 
swallowed by the white man. May lote 
of black men help In the swallowing." 


The Afro-Americans have settled in 


some parts almost to the exclusion of 
the whites. Langston City was founded 
by K. P. McCnbo, who was once auditor 
of Kansas, a man of great resource and 
energy. 
The streets, avenues nnd 


boulevards of Langston City are named 
in honor of prominent A fro-Americans. 
It supports a weekly newspaper called 
tho Herald. Mr. Mc-Cabe projected an- 
other town, but it has not prospered as 
well us Laugston City. 


Most of the Afro-Americans in Okla- 


homa went there from the southern 
states, Tennessee furnishing a very 
large number, and tlieso are constantly 
drawing othcrsnfter them, us is natural 
nndusnal in such eases, so that It is pos- 
sible that when the territory Is ad- 
mitted to the uuiuii it will have an 
Afro-American 
population of some 


100,000. 
In several Instances when 


these men have been menaced by un- 
friendly ludinns and whites they have 
shown that the courage, and determina- 
tion which carried them Into the ter- 
ritory nnd enabled them to secure 
homes in the wilderness were sufficient 
to protect them and their property.
